School Hiring Caryn Cove reported that she had met with Gus Martinson, Human Resource Director for the Arlington 
Public Schools regarding the concerns of the Affirmative Action Advisory Committee and efforts to create more 
minority interest in working in Arlington. Caryn Cove also reported that she and Mr. Martinson would be meeting 
regularly to discuss ways in which they can assist one another in their job duties and affirmative action efforts. 

Barbara Boltz indicated that she and Miriam Stein of the Diversity Task Group of Vision 2020 had provided Gus 
Martinson with a list of schools within New England and also in the southern states. They suggested that Gus
